EFFORTS TO END LONGSHORE 
MEN’S STRIKE HAVE 
PROVED FUTILE. 


Beginning yeeterday the new wage 
scale, according to the National R. R. 
adm inistration agreement 
with 
the 
railroad shop crafts, went into effect 
at the local ra¡broad áhops. 
The new 
scale is retroactive from May 1 of 
this year according to press reports. 
This %means, that the mechanics and 
mechanic’s helpers at least will each 
get around $60.00 baoktime, the exact 
amounts dependent on the amount of 
straight time and over 
timq . each 
worker has put in since May 1. 
The old scale per hour for mechan­ 
ics was 68,cents per hour, while the 
new scale is 72 cents per hour accord­ 
ing to President Wilson’s recommen­ 
dation. 
While the pay rolls will not 
show 72 cents for mechanics and about 
40 cents per hour for helpers, until 
the last of this month, this class of 
labor has practically been getting 72 
cauta per hour since May 1, as the 
back time checks will demonstrate.. 
Just when the back time wttl be paid, 
according to feports, will depend on 
how quickly the clerical force cun foot 
up the amountjrdUt itrtt htan. 
It is expected that this tusk Mil be 
accomplished this time much more 
quickly than laat year, as the differ­ 
ent workers are so much better clas­ 
sified now than they were a year ago. 
Largs Checks Paid. 
In addition to the big increase in 
the pay roil of the local shops occa­ 
sioned by the increase in the pay peri 
hour, within the last few days quite s 
large number of the shopmen have re­ 
ceived large back time checks. This is 
due to re-ciaaaification. For instance, 
where m ea have drawn a straight sal­ 
ary for certain jobs, but were later 
classified, as due to receive mechanics 
pay at tbs regular rats per hour with 
overtime. Such men have been known 
within the laat few days 
to 
have 
drawn as high as $1,800.00 back pay. 
Still another advance 
is 
reported, 
man who get what is termed a "dif­ 
ferential,” will now receive 77 cents 
per hour, or five cents advance over 
the pay per hour of regular mechan­ 
ics. Tliery are quite a number in this 
class, though not enough to m aterial­ 
ly increase the pay roll. 
Due to a special effort of the rail­ 
road administration to increase the 
output of freight cam, a large con­ 
tingent of the carmen are now work­ 
ing an hour's overtime each day.
